League Covenant 


Is Defective 


Will H. Hays, chajrman of ‘the 
Republican National Committee 
and candidate for gubernatorial 
honors in Indiana, expresees his 
opinion of the league of nations as 
follows: 

‘“Phe situation respecting the 
league covenant is siniply this: 
There must be effective reservations. 
These reservations must safeguard 
the sovereignty of the United States 
in every particnlar; must guarantee 
the Monroe doctrine beyond the 
shadow of a doubt; must cither 
eliminate Article X entirely or so 
modify it that our own. Congress 
shall be morally as well as legally 
free after a specified period to 
decide when and whrere and to 
what extent our soldiers shall be 
employed; must retain our full 
control of immigration, tariff- and 
all other purely domestic policies, 
and must provide full right to 
withdraw from the league at any 
time without hindrance or}! con- 
ditions of any kind, upon giving 
suitable notice. It is up to the ad- 
ministration. to decide whether ii 
will or will not accept these essen- 
tial- guarantees of American inde- 
pendence, which would unquestion- 
ably be promptly accepted by the 
other nation.’’

Finance Committee Makes Public 
Expenditures for War Work in 
This Country and Overseas 


New York.—First detailed accounts 
of the receipts and expenditures of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, made public here by the organ- 
ization’s National War Work Council 
finance committee, show that $125,- 
282,859 was received by it between 
April 26, 1917, and March 31, 1919. 
Total expenditures aggregated $97,- 
817,005 in the period named, it is 
Stated, leaving a balance of $27,465,- 
854, a sum estimated to be sufficient 
to carry on the work here and abroad 
until next. December 31. 

According to the figures which ap- 
pear over the siguatures of George W. 
Perkins, chairman of the committee, 
Cleveland H. Dodge, treasurer of the 
War Work Council, and H. W. Wilmot, 
controller, slightly more than two per 
cent of the total funds contributed 
by the American public were expended 
for religious purposes in the United 
States and overseas, while approxi- 
mately 80 per cent was devoted to the 
purchase, transportation and distri- 
bution of canjeen supplies and to en- 
tertainments, education and athletic 
sports. : 

In addition to the provision of free 
athletic supplies, the report says, the 
Y. M. C. A. distributed overseas $36,- 
832,449 worth of merchandise, of 
which approximately 5 per cent was 
given free to the soldiers. 

More than $30,000,000 was spent in 
the home camps, more than’’$43,000,- 
000 with the American Expeditionary 
Force abroad and $14,409,175 for work 
with the allied armies and prisoners 
of war. The balance went for other 
expenses. 

Some idea of the mugnitude of the 
work accomplished by the organiza- 
tion is shown by the statement’ that

Washington. — Departure from 
Brest of a number of the units of 
the famous mariné brigade of the 
Second Division has been reported to 
the Navy Department. The other 
units ‘will leave July 30th and the 
entire brigade is expected to be in 
New York by the middle of August. 

The work of the men of the See- 
ond Division in the war was again 
sharply brought out in revised fig- 
ures on casualties published recently. 
The tables are up to date as of June 
3rd and show that the total casual- 
ties of the Second Division were 
22,230, of whom 4478 were rated 
as battle deaths. The First Divis- 
fon came next on the list with 21,- 
612 casualties, including 4411 battle 
deaths. 

The revised figures for the whole 
American expeditionary forces on the 
June date showed 34,785 killed in 
action, checked up to that time, al- 
though the total announced to the 
press up to July 23rd was 35,959. 
Total battle deaths, including died of 
wounds, on the June figures num- 
bered 49,498 and the grand total 
of all casualties verified was 285,830.

California in the Hall of ‘States 


Hundreda of California soldiers, 
wounded or ill, lying in the big Army 
hospitals in New York, receive their 
first.special welcome and their first hint 
of home from letters and calls frem vol- 
unteer women at the California desk 
at the Hall of States in New York City. 
Backed only by the California Club of 
New York, and the patriotic mothers of 
men in service, of Los Angeles, Mrs. 
Frank E. Wolfe from Los Angeles, and 

“aefew assistants, are trying to do as 
well for Caifornians who reach New 
York as other states are doing for their 
home-coming sons, despite the fact that 
these other states have large appropri- 
ations to work with. Kansas ts spend- 
ing $35,000 to welcome heg boys, Massa- 
chusetts $50,000, and other states simi- 
lar amoynts. The California women 
have received no financial aid from the 
state, even toward the clerical work of 
writing two or three hundred Saitorr> 
ians in the hospitals here. 


These letters to’ the wounded heya: 
sent out under a plan devised by War 
Camp Community Seryice, are“as a rule 
the first words from home folk9 to reach 
the injured boys from the transports. 
The women invite those lads who can, 
to visit them at the Hall-of States or, 
in the cases of the severely wounded, 
they personally call-on the men in the 
wands, carrying ofanges; home papers 
that are avidly séized, and cheer. 

- All the hospital activity for the yari- 
cus states centers at. the Hall of States, 


which War Camp Community service 
has established at 27 West 25th 8t., 
close to the Victory Arch. Here “Bud- 
dies” meet at the War's end, and home 
folks weleome the boys back from the 
trenches and the decp blue seas. To all 
of these the California women give 
help. Sometimes they take a “bdiue”’ 
lad to dinner an@ to the theatre. For 
those who need jobs, the War Camp 
Community Service maintains at the 
HIall of States a nation-wide employe 
ment bureau. Hs manager, J. H. Ver~ 
trees, canvVasses Califoknia and other 
states for positions, and sends boys di- 
rectly tack to them. 


Mrs. Wolfe as Chairman of the Cali- 
fornia Hospitality Committee, has de- 
vised an improvement on, the welcome 
that men from other states receive in 
that her first act on seeing the boys 
from-the “Sunshine” or “Sunset” of 
other California divisions, ia. to hi 
them oranges.
